'' Sqcretary Wallace Denies 


AAA Price Has Cut 


Down Exports 


NO BUYIN~G POWER 
Foreign Nations Must Sell 


to Us to Raise Dollars 


for Cotton 


WASHINGTON. - (/{>> - Secretary 


Wallace said Tuesday that America 
must look to "increased purchasing 
power" rather than to lowered prices 
on cotton if it is to maintain markets 
abroad Cor Us usual annual export of 
8,000,000 bales. 


"The rise of American cotton prices 


under 
Die 
agricultural 
adjustment 


ncl," Wallace said, "is not the circum- 
stance which has brought, about the 
reduction of American cotton exports 
in recent months. 


"The really important cause of this 


reduction is the inability to some na- 
tions to obtain dollar exchange. The 
only way other nations can get dol- 
lars with which to buy cotton is to 
sell goods or services to us. An in- 
crease in foreign purchasing power 1 
and in foreign ability to buy Ameri- 
can cotton can be brought about if 
this country permits increased ex- 
change of impbl'-ts for" our dollars. 


May 'Lose Outlet 


"Otherwise we may temporarily—or 


permanently—lose u part of our cot- 


, ton outlet which hus meant so much 


to the country as a whole." 


The secretary, in an interview, de- 


clared the "question before the South 
and the nation as well, is: Shall we 
put 5,000,000 bales of cotton on the 
foreign market, or 8,000,000 bales?" 


"But unless we augment foreign 


purchasing power there is no certain- 
ty that other countries will be able to 
buy satisfactory quantities of cotton, 
regardless of price. We may decide 
to wish tocxport the usual 8,000,000 
bales and then learn that we can not 
do so." 


Decision Important 


The decision on cotton, the secretary 


said, "is of tremendous importance to 
every farmer and to industry as well." 


"If we put only 5,000,000 bales an- 


nually on the export market." he said, 
"there will be fewer farm laborers and 
less business for ginncrs and cotton' 
exporteds. Displaced fanners will com- 
pete with city dwellers for jobs." 


The secretary and other AAA of- 


ficiiils lire now studying the voluntary 
cotton program for 1935. The imme- 
diate problem is how 
many acres 


should he planted next year. From a 
normal acreage of 11,000,000, the land 
planted to cotton this year was re- , 
ducecl to 27,0011,000. This figure, how- | 
ever, will bi> raised for 1935. 


Seek Maximum Good 


"We have come to no decision," the 


.secretary said. "I hope, however, that 
it is realized that we arc unable to at- 
tain that much desired goal—maxi- 
mum production and a higher price 
per pound. A high price means cur- 
tailment. Increased production means 
a lowered price. Naturally, the pol- 
icy desired is one that will yield the 
maximum income to Southern grow- 
ers."

O It would be unfortunate for Hope if 


she ever placed herself definitely on 
record in favor of reducing tolls or 
making it an entirely free bridge at 
Fulton.

we should be glad that once upon a 
time we had the public credit to crec' 
a bridge which cuts a half-hour's fer- 
ry crossing to a few swift seconds.

LITTLE ROCK — Miller county's 


floating indebtedness has 
increased 


from $4,328.60 to $24,672.63 in the last 
two years, it was shown in an audit of 
the covmty records completed by the 
state comptroller's office Tuesday. 


It was said in a letter of transmissal 


from Chief 
County 
Accountant J. 


Bryan Sims to Comptroller 
Griffin 


Smith that this increase resulted from 
the issuance of warrants in excess of 
the county's revenues. 


"Special attention should be called 


to Exhibit A-l showing the financial 
condition for the year 1932 and the 
financial condition for 1933," Mr. Sims 
wrote. 


"You will note under this exhibit 


that on November 10, 1931, they had 
outstanding warrants against the coun- 
ty general fund in the sum of ?4,- 
328.00. 
Their total revenue for the 


1931-32 fiscal year wrfs in the sum ol 
$69,962.67. 
Against this they issuec 


warrants in the sum of $75,531.71, and 
at the close of business on December 
31. 1932, there was ?16,740.08 in out- 
standing county general warrants with 
only a balance in the treasurer's of- 
fifce of $5,M.r).89 for the fiscal year of 
1933, beginning January 1 and ending 
December 31, 1933. 


"The county general revenue was 


?59,G1L97. Against this sum there was 
a transfer of $2,352.30, and treasurer's 
commission of $1,143.05. In addition to 
this they issued $69,886.66 in warrants, 
increasing their outstanding warrants 
to $24,672.63, plus an overdraft in the 
county treasurer's office on December 
31, 1933, of $697.60—or in other words 
in the last two years the floating in- 
debtedness of Miller county has in- 
creased from $4,328.60 to $24,672.63, plus 
the overdraft. If they continue at lhat 
rate, in the next five years they will 
have $100,000 in floating warrants."

the cost of gas. 


The wood proposal by the Board of 


Public Affairs was submitted to the 
city council several days ngo as a re- 
lief measure to farmers and the com-,, 
mujiity as a whole.
